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Major  repairs  are  not 
performed  by  the  city,  Ford 
said,  but  are  contracted  out 
to  private  firms. 

Contracting  the  work  is 
probably  as  inexpensive  as  it 
would  be  for  the  city  to 
perform  the  work,  he  said. 

The  city  is  aware  that 
damage  to  automobiles  may 
result  from  impact  with  a 
chuckhole,  Ford  said.  The 
city  repairs  damages  as  soon 
as  it  possibly  can,  he  said,  and 
is  not  guilty  of  negligence. 

Pave  ment  damage  is  caused 
by,  moisture  weakening  the 
asphalt  topping,  he  said.  In 
spring  when  the  frost  comes 
out  of  the  ground,  the  most 
damage  occurs.  Provo’s 
climate  of  fluctuating  hot  and 
freezing  temperatures  is 
particularly  hard  on 
pavement,  he  said.  Cities  with 
warmer  temperatures  as  well 
as  cities  with  colder  winters 
are  likely  to  have  less 
problem  with  chuckholes. 
Ford  said. 

Trench  repair 

He  said  although  the  repairs 
of  winter  damage  will  soon  be 
completed,  there  will  always 
be  damage  resulting  from 
trenches  dug  for  utilities. 
When  repairs  are  made  over 
trenches,  they  will  be  as 
strong  as  the  existing 
roadway  and  should  not 
cause  motorists  any 
problems,  he  said. 

In  addition  to  repairing 
streets  the  city  is  currently 
cleaning  away  the  cinders  and 
debris  which  accumulated 
during  the  winter.  Two 
mechanical  brooms  and  one 
vacuum  machine  are  covering 
the  streets,  Ford  concluded.

reqdested  more  information

Religious  tenets 

The  letter  dealt  specifically 
with  BYU’s  claim  of 
exemption  from  some  of  the 
rules  because  of  religious 
tenets  of  the  LDS  Church 
Title  IX  exempts  an 
institution  from  complying

Reagan  wins. 
Carter  first 
N.C.  voting

RALEIGH,  N.C.  (AP)  Ronald  Reagan 
won  North  Carolina’s  presidential  primary 
election  Tuesday  night,  upsetting  President 
Ford  in  a  startling  comeback  that  revived  his 
challenge  for  the  White  House. 

He  had  52  per  cent  of  the  GOP  vote  with 
30  per  cent  of  the  state’s  2,343  precincts 
counted. 

Democrat  Jimmy  Carter  chalked  up  his 
fifth  primary  win  over  Alabama  Gove.  George 
C.  Wallace. 

32  per  cent  tallied 

With  32  per  cent  of  the  precincts  tallied, 
these  were  the  Republican  figures: 

Reagan:  32,789  or  52  per  cent. 

Ford:  28,607  or  46  per  cent. 

The  other  2  per  cent  was  for  uncommitted 
delegates  to  the  Republican  National 
Convention. 

Reagan  led  for  28  GOP  delegates,  Ford  for 
25.  The  other  one  was  for  uncommitted. 

The  Democratic  arithmetic,  with  34  per 
cent  of  the  precincts  in,  showed: 

Carter  118,710  or  54  per  cent. 

Wallace  73,928  or  34  per  cent. 

Sen.  Henry  M.  Jackson  of  Washington, 
9,625  or  4  per  cent. 

The  no-preference  line  9,244,  or  4  per  cent. 

Three  other  Democratic  names  trailed  with 
the  balance  of  the  vote. 

Those  figures  translated  to  35  Democratic 
delegates  for  Carter,  24  for  Wallace,  one  for 
Jackson  and  one  uncommitted. 


Ford  had  been  the  Republican  favorite. 
White  House  Press  Secretary  Ron  Nessen  said 
before  '  the  polls  closed  that  the  President 


expected  to  win  and  would  be  happy  with  a 
modest  margin.’' 

Reagan  left  the  state  on  election  eve  braced 
for  another  defeat.  His  litany  in  four  final 
campaign  appearances  was  a  statement 
declaring  that  he  would  continue  his  GOP 
presidential  campaign  no  matter  what' 
happened. 

Wallace,  too,  said  he  had  no  intention  of 
quitting  the  race  no  matter  the  North 
Carolina  outcome. 

The  North  Carolina  voting  concluded  a 
sequence  of  six  primary  elections  in  five 
weeks.  After  a  one-week  pause,  the  primary 
parade  resumes  in  New  York  and  Wisconsin 
on  April  6. 

Industrial  states 

In  effect,  the  winter  candidate  tryouts  are 
over;  the  next  phase  of  the  competition  will 
center  on  big.  Northern  industrial  states, 
where  the  business  of  capturing  convention 
delegates  will  be  crucial. 

New  York  will  chose  274  Democratic 
nominating  delegates,  and  Pennsylvania  will 
select  178  in  its  April  27  primary. 

Between  them,  those  two  states  will  cast 
25  7  votes  at  the  Republican  National 
Convention,  and  Reagan  is  not  entered  in 
either  primary. 

Reagan  is  running  in  Wisconson,  where 
Ford  is  favored. 

Ford  won  the  leadoff  primary  in  New 
Hampshire  on  Feb.  24,.  and  on  successive 
Tuesdays  in  Vermont  and  Massachusetts, 
Florida  and  Illinois.  Reagan  was  not  entered 
in  Vermont. 

Carter  won  four  of  those  five  tests,  with 
Jackson  the  victor  in  Massachusetts. 

Carter,  Wallace,  Udall  and  Jackson  are  the 
major  entries  in  Wisconsin.

A  draft  of  the  ASBYU 
housing  survey  will  be 
presented  to  representatives 
of  the  administration 
Thursday,  according  to  Clark 
Richter,  ASBYU  executive 
vice  president. 

Meanwhile,  local  landlords 
continue  to  protest  the 
publication,  saying  it  will 
hurt  their  business. 

“We’ll  accept  any  input  or 
feedback  from  the 
administration,”  Richter  said 
“However,  as  Bob  (Henrie) 
said,  we  will  not  change  the 
facts.” 

Representing  the 
administration  will  be  J. 
Elliot  Cameron,  dean  of 
Student  Life;  Hal  Visick,  legal 
Counsel  to  BYU.  and  Lyle 
Curtis,  director  of  the 
Wilkinson  Center. 


Cameron  said  until  he  sees 
the  booklet,  he  will  withhold 
judgment  and  not  offer  any 
suggestions. 

Richter  said  he  anticipates 
a  “positive  meeting”  in  which 
the  administration  will 
approve  the  booklet’s 
publication, 

“I  think  the  administration 
will  be  very  objective  and 
receptive  to  the  renter’s 
guide.  And  I  think  they’ll 
have  to  take  a  stand,”  he  said. 

Landlords,  in  the 
meantime,  either  refused 
comment  or  criticized  the 
booklet. 

Bob  Elkins,  one  local 
landlord,  said  he  felt  that  an 
apartment  rated  poorly  in  the 
booklet  would  have  a 
difficult  time  living  down  the 
reputation.  He  said  he  hoped 
the  survey  would  be  regularly 
updated,  thereby  reflecting 
accurately  the  apartments’ 
current  status. 

Another  landlord,  who 


owns  a  coed  apartment  with 
facilities  for  92  women,  said 
he  felt  that  the  survey  would 
be  inaccurate,  and  that  it 
would  generate  adverse 
publicity.  He  refused  to  allow 
publication  of  his  name. 

Several  landlords  have 
mentioned  the  possibility  of 


suing  the  university  if  the 
booklet  is  published, 
although  they  have  expressed 
the  feeling  that  such  action 
would  be  on  an  individual 
rather  than  a  group  basis. 
Others  said  they  would 
withhold  judgment  until 
theyread  the  renter’s  guide.

Housing  problems  are  not  new  to  BYU.  Rather,  they  have 
dealt  with  for  years  by  a  three-member  Housing  Adjustment 
Board  designed  to  handle  disputes  between  tenants  and 
landlords. 

The  board  is  composed, of  a  faculty  member,  appointed  by 
Pres.  Oaks,  a  student  chosen  by  the  ASBYU  president,  and  a 
landlord  representative  who  is  elected  by  mail  ballot  by  all 
local  landlords,  said  Lamon  Oviatt,  coordinator  of 
off-campus  housing. 

The  faculty  board  member  is  David  A.  Thomas, a  member 
of  the  law  school  faculty,  He  has  been  reappointed  to  the 
housing  board  several  times  by  Pres.  Oaks.  The  term  for 
board  members  is  one  year. 

Student  board  member 

The  student  board  member  is  Scott  Madsen,  said  Oviatt. 
Madsen,  a  senior  in  political  science  from  Lake  Oswego, 
Oregon,  was  originally  appointed  by  ASBYU  President  Reid 
Robison  on  the  recommendation  of  the  former  student 
representative  to  the  board,  and  has  been  reappointed  by 
Bob  Henrie. 

The  landlord  representative  to  the  board  is  presently 
Merrill  Gappmayer.  He  was  not  chosen  in  connection  with 
any  established  landlord  association,  but  by  ballot  mailed  to 
all  apartment  owners  in  the  area. 

This  ballot,  said  Oviatt,  will  again  be  conducted  this 
summer,  and  lists  suggested  candidates  for  the  housing  board 
position,  along  with  space  for  write-in  suggestions.  This 
method  of  balloting  gives  one  vote  to  each  apartment  owner, 
regardless  of  the  size  of  his  facilities,  said  Oviatt. 

The  board  has  been  “extremely  successful,’  said  Oviatt. 
The  arbitrating  services  of  the  board  are  available  to  students 
free  of  charge,  and  “I  feel  the  quality  of  decisions  has  been 
excellent,”  he  said. 

Gained  prominence 

The  board  has  been  in  existence  for  a  number  of  years,  said 
Oviatt,  but  recently  has  gained  somewhat  more  prominence. 

“Students  can  solve  their  housing  problems  without  the 
expense  and  time  of  small-claims  court,”  said  Oviatt, 
referring  to  the  advantages  of  the  board. 
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Beauty  of  speech 
forum's  subject 


Conveying  facts  is  only  a 
small  part  of  human  speech, 
said  Tuesday’s  forum  speaker. 
Creating  beauty  is  another 
important  reason  for 
speaking. 

Referring  to  speech  as  a 
kind  of  incarnation,  professor 
and  critic  Dr.  George  Steiner 
from  the  University  of 
Geneva  explained  that  speech 
can  be  likened  to  “a  divine 
act  of  creation.”  : 

This  is  a  rephrasing  of  the 
notion  of  Dr.  Arthur  Henry 
King  (who  introduced  him), 
that  there  is  an  analogy 
between  the  “Word  being 
made  flesh”  and  ideas  and 
emotions  being  given  fo?m  by 
speech. 

The  poet  comes  closest  to 
the  divine  act  of  creation 
when  his  fictions  “confront 
another  world,”  Dr.  Steiner 
said.  Alternative  realities  are 


given  form  through 
“conditionals”  in  speech,  he 
said. 

“A  sentence  beginning  with 
‘if  is  like  a  gate  through 
which  we  can  move  into  a 
change  of  our  existence,”  he 
said,  asserting  that  “putting 
our  dreams  into  grammar” 
gives  men  hope. 

Language  even  provides 
solace  for  the  inevitability  of 
death,  Dr.  Steiner  said.  The 
poet  Pindar,  “celebrated”  that 
his  “singing  would  sing  in 
men’s  ears”  long  after  the 
city  in  which  he  wrote  had 
been  obliterated. 

There  could  be  no  politics 
without  this  future 
orientation,  according  to  Dr. 
Steiner.  To  reform  and 
improve1  conditions  for  the 
future  is  the  Utopian  notion 
underlying  “decent  politics,” 
he  added. 


Dr.  Steiner  cited  Plato, 
saying  when  the  wolds  of 
politics  are  “bent  or 
unclean,”  energy  and  clarity 
of  statement  is  destroyed. 

Dr.  Steiner  rejected 
involvement  in  “highly 
evolved  ideas  divorced  from 
concrete  objects.”  He  read  a 
fragment  of  an  Ezra  Pound 
poem,  conveying  the  meaning 
that  clear  speech  should  be 
retained  for  a  heritage,  and 
vain  and  hollow  words 
discarded. 

An  example  of  speech 
perversion  is  “newspeak,” 
George  Orwell’s  thinly  veiled 
job  at  Stalinist  vocabulary  in 
which  slavery  is  called 
freedom,  and  war  is  called 
peace,-  Dr.  Steiner  said. 

Military  language  began  by 
being  technical,  but  became 
anti-communicative  with 


CIA  memo  says  writer  Big  parks 


reported  on  Nikita  visit  to  be  busy 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
The  late  columnist  Drew 
Pearson  gave  the  Central 
Intelligence  Agency  a  secret 
report  of  a  1964  interview 
with  Soviet  Premier  Nikita 
Khrushchev  about  the 
assassination  of  President 
Kennedy. 

The  report,  which  said 
Khrushchev  “was  completely 
convinced  that  the  true  story 
of  the  Kennedy  assasination 
has  not  come  out/’  was 
forwarded  immediately  to  the 
Warren  Commission  in  a 
three-page  memo  which  has 
now  been  released  by  the 
CIA. 


The  report  apparently  did 
not  figure  significantly  in  the 
commission’s  investigation, 
since  Khrushchev’s  remarks 
merely  echoed  what  already 
had  appeared  in  the 
Kremlin-controlled  Soviet 
press. 

However,  the  incident 
represents  one  of  the  few 
known  examples  of  the 
manner  in  which  the  CIA  has 
used  journalists  for 
intelligence  gathering 
purposes  -  a  practice  which 
director  George  Bush  recently 
banned.  There  is  no 
indication  that  Pearson  was 
either  pressured  or  paid  for 
his  information.

The  Bicentennial  is 
expected  to  create  crowded 
parks  this  summer,  and  those 
in  Salt  Lake  and  Utah 
Counties  are  no  exception.

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Advertising  is  designed  to 
persuade,  convince  and  change 
habits,  Jerome  said.  Advertising  is 
reaching  a  maturity.  That  is,  ads 
present  products  in  a  mature  way 
to  a  mature  audience. 

Jerome  said  there  are  still  areas  of 
advertising  that  need  improvement 
Advertisers  don’t  often  try  to 
deceive  their  buyers,  he  said.  “When 
we  (Daily  Universe)  make  a  mistake 
on  the  price,  the  advertiser  is  the 
one  most  concerned.  He  doesn’t 
want  consumers  to  believe  it  was 
intentional.” 

Several  checks 

There  are  several  checks  on 
advertising  which  keep  it  honest 
Jerome  said. 

The  consumer  protects  himself 
Jerome  said.  “You  can  lie  to  a 
consumer  only  once.  If  you  lie  to 
them,  they  will  never  buy  from  you 
again,”  he  said. 

The  government  has,  through 
volumes  of  laws,  protected  the 
consumer  from  misleading 
advertising,  he  added. 

Merchants  also  encourage  honest 
advertising  by  the  establishment  of 
a  Better  Business  Bureau,  Jerome 
said.  Merchants  are  concerned  with 


their  reputations  and  discourage 
fellow  merchants  from  using 
deceptive  practices. 

College  students  are  a  unique 
market,  but,  unfortunately,  few  ads 
are  directed  specifically  to  them, 
Jerome  explained. 

Quality  items 

Students,  as  consumers,  buy 
qulaity  items  which  are  in  the  long 
run  the  bestbuy.  Students  have  the 
idea  “even  if  they  can’t  afford  it 
now,  they  will  be  able  to  soon,”  he 
said. 

The  Universe  discourages  “cute” 
advertising  which  uses  “rather 
dubious  attention  compleelrs,”  he 
added. 

A  typically  unacceptable  ad 
showed  a  young  couple  “streaking” 
away.  The  caption  read:  “All  My 
Men  Wear  English  Leather  or  They 
Wear  Nothing  At  All.”  This 
wouldn’t  be  used  in  commercial 
daily  papers,  Jerome  said.  It’s  an 
affront  to  the  intelligence  and 
morality  of  youth. 

Unique  market 

BYU  students  are  a  “similar,  yet 
unique  market,”  said  Jerome.  BYU 
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“We  never  have  enough  big 
brothers  to  go  around.  Right 
now,  we  have  3 1  boys  on  the 
waiting  list  who  need  and 
want  a  big  brother,  but  no 
men  have  volunteered,” 
Holman  said. : 

He  added,  “The  boy 
without  a  dad  or  other 
masculine  influence  often 
feels  resentment  and 
bitterness.  These  feelings 
usually  lead  to  delinquency, 
poor  school  performance,  or 
withdrawal  from  normal 
personal  associations.” 

Holman  cited  statistics 
which  point  to  the  need  to 
help  the  fatherless  boy.  For 
example,  the  most  recent 
juvenile  court  figures  show 
that  in  Utah  Valley,  children 
from  broken  homes,  only  7 
per  cent  of  the  juvenile 
population  account  for  over 
20  per  cent  of  the  total  court 
referrals.

when  I  see  how  badly  the  boy

Rod  Lisonbee, 
sophomore  from  Roosevelt,  said 
some  advertising  is  deceptive, 
misleading  and  makes 
misrepresentations  of  the  product, 
but  some  is  good.  It  helps  the 
economy.  . 

Mormon  emotions 

There  is  a  television  commercial 
by  an  auto  dealer,  Lisonbee  said,  in 
which  the  dealer  sits  at  a  desk  On 
the  desk  is  the  “Ensign,”  and 
behind  him  on  a  shelf  is  a  statue  of 
the  Mormon  pioneer.

While  most  home  canners  are  still  enjoying 
the  fruits  and  vegetables  of  last  year’s  labors, 
government  and  industry  officials  are  looking 
ahead  to  the  summer  of  1976,  trying  to  avoid 
shortages  like  the  ones  that  plagued 
consumers  in  1974  and  1975. 

Nancy  Harvey  Steorts,  consumers  affairs 
adviser  of  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Agriculture,  says  manufactureres  report  they 
will  have  more  than  four  billion  replacement 
lids  available  for  this  year’s  canning  season. 
That’s  about  double  the  1975  supply.

Bill  Kerr  of  the  Kerr  Glass  Co.  of  Los 
Angeles,  one  of  the  major  manufacturers,  said 
he  hopes  this  will  be  enough,  but  refused  to 


make  any  predictions. 

Asked  whether  the  supply  would  be 
adequate,  Kerr  said: 

“I’d  have  to  ask  you  what  the  demand  will 
be.  We’re  going  to  do  a  lot  better  than  last 
year.  We  estimate  we’ll  make  50  to  60  per 
cent  more  lids  thisyear.  Whether  that  will  be 
enough,  we  don’t  know.” 

He  said  the  company  has  been  operatyig 
three  shifts  a  day,  seven  days  a  week  since 
Oct.  I  to  turn  out  replacement  lids  for  the 
reusable  glass  jars  used  by  consumers  to 
preserve  a  wide  variety  of  foods. 

Like  Kerr,  Ball  Corp.  of  Muncie,  Ind.  has 
added  new  equipment  and  spokesman  Bill 
Brantley  said  the  lids  will  come  off  the 
assembly  line  at  the  rate  of  1,200  a  minute. 

The  canning  lid  crunch  began  in  1974  when 
soaring  food  prices  prompted  millions  of 


Americans  to  turn  to  home  gardening. 

No  one  really  anticipated  the  increased 
interest  in  home  preserving  of  foods.  “Five 
years  ago,”  recalled  Kerr,  “we  could  hardly 
give  the  lids  away.” 

The  Department  of  Agriculture, 
meanwhile,  is  continuing  its  campaign  to 
make  sure  that  home  canners  follow  safety 
procedures  to  avoid  problems  like  botulism,  a 
sometimes-fatal  food  poisoning. 

Botulism  is  caused  by  toxin  formed  during 
the  growth  of  a  bacteria  and  can  result 
from  improperly  processed  items.  Among  the 
USDA’s  suggestions: 

-  Don’t  try  to  take  shortcuts  or 
experiment.  Follow  tested  methods  such  as 
those  in  the  department’s  Bulletin  No.  8  on 
Home  Canning  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables. 

-  Use  only  jars,  cans  and  lids  made 


especially  for  home  canning. 

Do  no  reuse  lids. 

—  Do  not  use  overripe  food. 

-  Do  not  overpack  foods. 

Follow  the  time  and  temp^ 
directions  for  foods  and  container  ^ 
in  the  instructions. 

-  Test  the  seal  according  to  insti^H 
Do  no-t  use  canned  foods  shovfli 
of  spoilage  like  bulging  lids,  funny's 
mold.  If  there’s  any  doubt,  thro'® 
without  tasting. 

-  Boil  home  canned  vegetables  <L 
at  least  10  minutes  before  serving;!

forms  due 
by  July  I 


Veterans  anticipating  advance  payment  from  their  GF 
benefits  for  fall  semester  enrollment  must  turn  in 
applications  by  July  1. 

Ina  Robbins,  veteran’s  coordinator,  said  veterans  should  be 
aware  that  these  checks  will  cover  the  last  day  in  August  and 
the  full  month  of  September. 

Last  year,  advance  payment  was  made  for  the  months  of 
September  and  October.  But  this  year,  the  advance  pay  will 
not  be  enough  to  cover  the  cost  of  fall  tuition.  Veterans  will 
need  to  plan  their  budget  accordingly,  she  said. 

Female  veterans  who  attended  school  under  the  G1  Bill 
between  June  1,  1966  and  Oct.  24,  1972  may  also  apply  for 
retroactive  benefits  and  should  do  so  before  the  July  { 
deadline,  Mrs.  Robbins  said. 

Women  veterans  who  were  married  while  attending  school 
under  the  GI  Bill  before  Oct.  24,  1972,  are  also  eligible,  she 
said. 

These  include  women  who  only  received  a  single  GI  Bill 
allowance  while  being  married.

Students  have  the 
opportunity  to  take  courses 
this  spring  and  summer  that 
they’ve  never  thought  of 
before. 

According  to  Douglas  J. 
Bell,  assistant  registar,  the 
good  weather  and  small 
classes  are  the  most  obvious 
advantages  of  staying  on 
campus  spring  and  summer. 

“There  are  classes  offered 
only  during  the  spring  and 
summer  terms  because  of  the 
weather,”  Bell  said. 

How  much  do  you  know 
about  horse  husbandry?  Or 


floral  design?  Or  plant 
propogation?  This  spring 
could  be  the  time  to  learn 
more  about  them  in  classes 
that  take  students  outside, 
according  to  Bell. 

Horse  husbandry  is  one  of 
them.  Listed  as  Animal 
Science  330,  the  class  in 
horse  husbandry  explores  the 

horsemanship  through  a 
scientific  study  of  horses  as 
well  as  basic  riding 
techniques. 

Plant  propagation  is  a 
“hands-on”  course  listed  as 


Agronomy  and  Horticulture 
102  which  teaches  planting 
techniques  for  different  seeds 
and  gives  general  information 
on  how  to  garden  indoor 
andout,  Bell  said. 

For  those  with  spring  fever, 
there  is  a  class  in  which  you 
roam  the  hills  for  credit. 
Botany  210  is  a  course  in 
plant  classification  which 
takes  the  student  for  long 
walks  in  the  Wasatch 
mountains. 

Conservation  of  natural 
resources,  floral  design,  weed 
control,  beginning  equitation, 


Traffic,  safety,  air  pollution 
transit  factors,  expert  says 


Traffic  congestion,  safety 
and  air  quality  are  the 
principal  contributors  to  the 
current  popularity  of  mass 
transit  planning,  according  to 
a  top  government  planner. 

Dr.  Robert  Dial,  director  of 
the  Planning  Methodology 
and  Technical  Support 
Division  of  the  Urban  Mass 
Transportation  Admini¬ 
stration  (UMTA),  made  the 
comment  at  the  annual 
Engineering  and  Technology 
Symposium  at  BYU. 

Dr.  Dial  said  transportation 
planners  of  the  1950s  and 
’60s  were  primarily 
concerned  with  planning 
more  convenient  means  of 
automobile  travel.  “As  a 


result,  the  United  States  has  a 
superb  highway  system,  with 
the  automobile  unsurpassed 
in  ease  and  convenience  of 
personal  transportation,”  he 
said. 

As  the  urban  transportation 
problem  has  become  more 
crucial,  the  demands  on  the 
transportation  planner  have 
become  increasingly  difficult. 

“Short-range  planning  and 
the  optimization  of  existing 
transportation  resources  are 
of  particular  concern.”  In 
addition,  he  noted,  the 
planner  must  try  to  deal 
explicitly  with  the  future  in 
his  long-range  planning. 
Congestion,  more  than  any 
other  factor,  is  responsible 


for  the  current  emphasis  on 
transit  planning,  he  reported. 
The  other  two  main  factors, 
safety  and  air  pollution,  have 
been  problems  for  many 
years  but  did  not  stimulate 
significant  interest  in  mass 
transportation  planning.

The  reasons  for  the 
trimester  system  go  beyond 
the  weather  and  small  classes, 
according  to  Fred  A.  Rowe, 
assistant  dean  of  admissions 
and  records. 

Building  utilization,  a 
decrease  in  the  time  needed 
to  graduate,  and  increased 
admissions,  were  all  part  of 
the  decision  to  go  on  the 
trimester  system,  Rowe  said.  . 

Visiting  faculty  members 
who  are  able  to  come  during 
spring  and  summer  because  of 
BYU’s  unique  school  calendar 
are  an  added  advantage, 
Rowe  said.  The  calendar  also 
allows :  students  to  choose 
from  the  semesters  they  want 
to  attend,  and  for  students 
who  go  home  in  April  it 
allows  they  to  get  into  the 
summer  job  market  earlier 
than  most  colleges.

“It’s  a  real  disappoint¬ 
ment,”  Wendyl  Jarvis, 
director  of  BYU’s  Grounds 
Department  said  about  the 
practice  of  putting  detergents 
or  dyes  in  the  ASB  or  TMCB 
fountains. 


fountains  involves  up  to  $300 
worth  of  time,  chemicals  and 
water,  he  said. 

“The  first  step  in  clearning 
is  to  analyze  the  water.  If  we 
can,  we  normalize  or 
neutralize  the  water  with 
chemicals.  This  can  be  done 
up  to  a  certain  point,”  Jarvis 
explained.  The  ASB  fountain 
takes  about  $128  worth  of 
chemicals. 

“Sometimes  the  chemicals 
will  do  it,  but  if  not,  then  we 
must  drain  the  water,  scrub 
the  fountain  and  refill  it,”  he 
added.  A  team  of  four  men 
usually  spends  all  day  doing 
the  task,  he  said.

Church  readies  French  Polynesia  display 


Ricks  to  hold 
women's  week 


An  exhibit  dealing  with  the  beginnings  of 
Mormon  activities  in  French  Polynesia  will  be 
installed  soon  in  the  new  Punaruu  Museum  of 
Anthropoligy  and  History  in  Papeete,  Tahiti. 

Dr.  S.  George  Ellsworth,  professor  of  history 
at  Utah  State  University  and  editor  of  “The 
Western  Historical  Quarterly,”  prepared 
materials  for  the  exhibit  for  the  Public 
Communications  Department  of  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  He  was  assisted 
by  Paul  A.  Foulger  of  the  Library-Archives 
Division  of  the  Church  Historical  Department. 

Included  in  the  exhibit  are  facsimiles  created 
by  Foulger  of  the  journals  of  Benjamin  F. 
Grouard,  Addison  Pratt  and  Noah  Rogers,  the 
first  three  Mormon  missionaries  to  the  South 
Pacific;  portraits  of  Grouard,  Pratt  and  his  wife, 
Louisa  B.  Pratt;  and  French  documents  granting 
them  permission  to  engage  in  p^oseltyiqg  work, 
Other  items  are  Grouard’s  Tahitian  Bible, 
published  in  1847  and  donated  to  the  museum 
by  Dr.  Ellsworth;  a  first  edition  copy  of  the 


Book  of  Mormon  in  Tahitian;  the  autobioraphy 
of  James  S.  Brown,  another  early  missionary  to 
Tahiti;  plus  other  essays,  church  records  and 
photographic  copy  negatives  of  documents  and 
manuscripts. 

Dr.  Ellsworth,  whose  history  of  Utah,  “Utah’s 
Heritage,”  is  a  standard  text  in  Utah  secondary 
schools,  and  Paul  A.  Foulger  worked  on  the 
project  for  nearly  a  year.  Besides  his  time,  Dr. 
Ellsworth  donated  many  of  the  items  in  the’ 
display  and  he  financed  their  shipment  to  Tahiti. 

The  new  museum  is  being  created  for  the 
French  government  by  the  Rev.  Patrick  O’Reilly, 
a  Catholic  priest  who  also  organized  the  private 
Gauguin  Museum  some  28  miles  from  Papeete. 

The  Mormon  mission  to  French  Polynesia  got 
its  impetus  on  May  11,  1843,  in  Nauvoo,  Ill., 
when  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  first  president 
qf, ,  tfeg'.o  church,  designated  Noah  Rogers,. 
Benjamin  F.  Grouard,  Addison  Pratt  and 
KnoWlton  F.  Hanks  to  go  to  the  South  Seas  to 
establish  the  church. 


Rogers  remained  in  French  Polynesia  until 
1845,  being  united  with  his  family  on  Dec.  29, 
only  to  die  the  next  spring  in  the  forced  exodus 
from  Nauvoo. 

Pratt  embarked  for  home  on  March  28,  1847, 
but  returned  to  the  islands  with  his  wife  and  four 
daughters  and  other  missionaries  and  their 
families  on  Oct.  21,  1850.  In  the  meantime, 
Grouard  had  maintained  the  mission,  not 
returning  home  until  problems  arose  that  forced 
the  departure  of  all  the  American  missionaries, 
except  one,  by  the  end  of  1852. 

Pratt  returned  in  1853  and  1856  and  Grouard 
in  1853  for  brief  periods,  but  from  the  late 
1850s  until  1892  the  2,000  native  Mormons  had 
no  contact  with  church  headquarters. 

By  1893,  some  425  Tahitians  counted 
themselves  as  members  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  That  number  has 
now  grown  to  more  than  5,200;  one  mission  and 
one  stake  are  organized  in  Tahiti.

Landlords  object 
to  renters  guide 

Why  is  the  Utah  County  Apartment  Association  (UCAA) 
so  afraid  of  having  the  student  renters’  guide  published  and 
distributed  to  BYU  students? 

The  purpose  of  the  renters’  guide  is  to  find  out  how 
students  feel  about  the  places  they  are  living  in.  The  survey 
will  show  how  tenants  rated  their  dwellings,  parking,  storage, 
security,  safety,  privacy,  furnishings,  repairs  and 
management.  The  guide  was  developed  by  ASBYU  Exec. 
Vice  Pres.  Clark  Richter  and  ASBYU  Pres.  Bob  Henrie  as  a 
result  of  a  platform  promise,  and  was  designed  by  doctoral 
students  in  statistics  and  the  Instructional  Evaluation  and 
Testing  Department  to  insure  high  credibility. 

It  is  a  harmless  survey,  which  hopefully  will  tell  it  like  it  is 
for  students  in  the  market  for  a  new  place  to  live. 

And  yet,  the  UCAA  is  objecting  and  even  threatening  a 
possible  lawsuit  should  the  survey  be  distributed. 

Landlords  are  afraid  their  apartments  may  receive  bad 
ratings.  However,  according  to  Henrie,  most  of  the 
apartments  studied  received  “fair  or  good”  ratings.  By 
objecting,  the  majority  of  landlords  are  trying  to  cut 
themselves  out  of  some  good  (free)  publicity  for  their 
complexes. 

The  sad  fact  that  most  landlords  ought  to  realize  is  that 
even  if  every  single  complex  in  Provo  and  Orem  got  a  poor 
rating  it  wouldn’t  make  a  bit  of  difference  because  of  the 
housing  shortage.  Complexes  around  here  never  want  for 
renters  -  even  the  worst  ones  -  and  students  are  stuck  with 
whatever  is  available. 

It  would  be  a  sad  situation  if  the  UCAA  were  allowed  to 
wield  its  influence  to  squelch  this  informative  booklet. 

The  worst  this  booklet  could  do  is  reveal  a  few  of  the 
complexes  for  the  shabby,  unlivable  dwellings  they  are.  And 
who  knows,  maybe  some  landlords  will  get  the  hint  and 
either  clean  up  their  places  or  lower  their  rents.

With  the  retirement  of  Stan  Watts,  BYU  will  lost  one  of 
the  most  important  forces  ever  in  Cougar  sports. 

Watts  has  been  a  involved  in  BYU  athletics  for  29  years 
and  has  brought  the  university  to  national  attention  and 
acclaim  several  time  in  those  years. 

Watts’  teams  captured  eight  conference  championships - 
two  in  the  Rocky  Mountain  Athletic  Conference,  one  in  the 
Mountain  States  Athletic  Conference  and  five  in  the  WAC. 
Besides  these  local  wins,  Watts  coached  the  Cougars  to  four 
NIT  tournaments  (winning  two  of  tehm)  and  six  NCAA 
tournaments. 

The  Cougar  basketball  team’s  winning  tradition  was  firmly 
established  by  Watts  during  his  23  years  as  head  basketball 
coach.  He  will  be  permanently  associated  with  the  growth  of 
the  sport  at  BYU. 

Watts  was  in  his  third  season  as  head  coach  when  the 
Cougars  played  their  inaugural  game  in  the  then  new  George 
Albert  Smith  Fieldhouse,  and  20  years  later  he  was  still  at 
the  helm  when  BYU  played  its  last  game  there  prior  to 
moving  into  the  new  22,700-seat  Marriott  Center. 

Watts  will  be  missed  as  the  director  of  athletics,  a  position 
he  has  held  since  1972,  dven  though  he  will  continue  to  teach 
part-time.  Hopefully  the  winning  tradition  Stan  Watts  helped 
create  at  BYU  will  continue  for  a  long  time  to  come.

More  truthful  attitude  needed 

Editor: 

One  highly  placed  administrator  has 
likened  BYU  to  a  town  in  which  the  faculty 
are  the  citizens  and  the  students  are  simply 
tourists  passing  through,  thus  justifying  the 
administration’s  intense  scrutiny  of  student 
government,  student  publications,  and  all 
other  forms  of  student  communication. 

We  are  disappointed  by  such  an  attitude 
because  we  feel  that  the  students  and  the 
university  are  done  thereby  a  great  disservice. 
Administrators  and  faculty  do  not  have  a 


monopoly  on  commitment  to  this  institution. 
In  addition,  one  of  the  quintessential  aspects 
of  a  university  is  the  free  interchange  of 
ideas.  It  is,  in  fact,  from  such  an  interchange 
that  true  intellectual  development  ,  comes. 
Those  who  are  offended  by  the  free  interplay 
of  ideas  and  thought  are  out  of  the  spirit  of 
the  gospel. 

Those  who  would  make  BYU  a  sectarian 
cloister  are  the  most  dangerous  enemies  of  its 
alleged  prophetic  destiny,  justifying  as  they 
do  Joseph  Fielding  Smith’s  remark  that  the 
Latter-day  Saints  are  becoming  a  mediocre 
people. 

If  the  gospel  is  true  —  and  it  is  —  it  will 
stand  free  inquiry.  Those  self-appointed 
censors  whose  letters  of  weeping  protest 
clutter  the  desks  of  the  General  Authorities 
reveal  more,  perhaps,  the  instability  of  their 
own  testimonies  than  the  evils  of  honest 
thought. 

We  plead  for  a  more  truthful,  and  thus 
more  profound  attitude  toward  campus 
discussions,  publications  and  drama.  Only 
thus  can  we  be  true  to  the  revolutionary 
spirit  of  the  restored  gospel.

Dr.  Firmage  said:  “While  detente  is  the  only 
alternative,  we  can’t  be  misled.  We  need  to  keep 
strong  national  defense  and  put  serious 
demands  on  the  Soviets.  If  we  should  lose 
parity,  we  would  be  in  a  precarious  situation.” 

Detente,  as  set  up  by  the  Johnson 
administration,  include;  the  bilateral  agreement 
to  discontinue  testing  of  Multiple 
Independently  targetable  Re-entry  Vehicles 
(MIRV).  However,  after  the  Democrats  left  the 
White  House,  the  military  under  Nixon 
continued  MIRV  testing  while  Nixon  took  one 
year  to  become  acquainted  with  the  detente  the 
Democrats  had  established  with  the  Soviets. 

The  year’s  interim  between  negotiations  was 
disasterous.  As  a  result,  the  Soviets  lost 
confidence  in  arms  control  negotiations. 

Every  President  realizes  soon  that  detente  is 
the  only  alternative.  Congressman  Ford  talked  a 
lot  differently  than.  President  Ford.  Also 
agreeing  is  Andrei  Sakharov,  the  recent  Nobel 
I  ri /.e-winning  physisist  who  developed  the 
hydrogen  bomb  for  the  USSR  and  is  presently 


being  persecuted  by  the  Soviets  for  his 
outspokenness  against  the  use  of  atomic 
weapons,  said: 

“If  detente  is  abandoned  in  the  near  future, 
the  U.S.  will  equip  its  missile  force  with  heavier 
boosters.  Then  the  USSR  will  take  reciprocal 
measures,  and  the  arms  race  will  only  be 
intensified.  A  vital  step  would  be  review  the 
traditional  method  of  international  affairs 
(endorsed  by  Defense  Sec.  Donald  Rumsfeld),  a 
method  aiming  at  maximum  improvement  of 
one’s  position  arid  causing  maximum 
unpleasantness  to  opposing  forces  without 
consideration  of  common  welfare  and  common 
ideas.  If  politics  were  a  game  of  two  gamblers, 
then  this  would  be  the  only  possible  methods. 
But  where  does  such  a  method  lead  in  the 
unprecedented  situation? 

“In  a  thermonuclear  war  the  first  blow  may 
be  the  decisive  one  and  render  null  and  void 
years  of  work  and  billions  of  dollars  spent  on 
the  creation  of  an  anti-missile  system. 

“In  the  opinion  of  many  people,  an  opinion 
shared  by  the  author,  a  diplomatic  formulation 
(this  is  detente)  of  this  mutually  comprehended 
situation  in  the  form  of  a  moritorium  on  the 
construction  of  anti-missile  systems  would  be 
useful  demonstration  of  the  desire  of  the  USSR 
and  the  U.S.  to  preserve  the  status  quo  and  not 
to  widen  the  arms  race  for  senselessly  expensive 
anti-missile  systems.”  Sakhorov  believes  in 
detente. 


Some  ultraconversatives  argue  that  detente 
allows  Soviet  expanionism.  The  USSR  is  slowly 
learning  a  lesson  Americans  already  have 
leanred  —  that  countries  do  not  want  to  be 
dominated  by  a  foreign  power,  whether  it  be 
the  USA  or  the  USSR.  The  regime  in  Angola 
that  the  Soviets  supported  during  the  recent 
revolution  told  the  Russians  to  get  out.  Egypt 
recently  told  Russia  to  get  out. 

When  the  USSR  intervened  in  Somalia  last 
year  to  obtain  military  bases,  Somalia  President 
Barre  said,  “A  Soviet  socialist  cannot  tell  me 
about  Somalian  problems,  which  must  be  put  in 
an  African  context.  I  know  and  have  suffered 
under  colonialism  and  I  don’t  want  to  go  back 
to  it.  My  country  is  neutral  and  will  do 
everything  possible  to  maintain  an  equal 
distance' between  the  two  blocs.” 

Likewise,  China  in  the  1960’s,  after  receiving 
technicians  and  massive  aid  from  Russia  told 
them  to  get  out.  Portugal  defeated  the 
communists  by  themselves.  Detente  can  be 
pursued  with  the  confidence  that  the 
nationalism  of  individual  countries  will  deter 
Soviet  expansionism. 

The  conservatives  argue  that  we  lose  when 
trading  with  the  communists.  Since  opening  up 
trade  agreements  with  China  in  1972,  the  U.S. 
has  gained  in  balance  of  trade  a  $100  million 
surplus.  From  the  grain  deals  we  get  oil  and 
gold.  Clearly,  our  economy  benefits.
